‘direct. The article mentions that CLURMAN produced and directed more than 
twenty-five broadway successes. It mentions that he founded that group 
theater and as its head produced and directed such productions as "Men in _ 
White", "Awake and Sing", "Gentle People", "Golden Boy", "Johnny Johnson", | 
and "Under the House-of Connolly". The article goes on to say that he 
introduced WILL AROYAN and was directly responsible for introducing 0 |

, tion furnished by the subject to his local draft board. Source E reported 
that subject registered on February 1h, 1942, under the Selective Training 

and Service Act. He gave the following information relative to his background

as the Columbia-Pictures Corporation. He had' three and a half years of _ 
high school, attended Columbia University, studying art and a general course 
for two years, and spent two years at the University of Paris, France, study- 
ing arts and general literature. From 1931 to 190, he was a theatrical 
producer and, according to his om statement, organized and staged produc- 
tions .of the legitimate theater, articles, newspapers, magazines,.etc. 
He listed himself as producer of motion pictures at Columbia Studios at an - 
annual salary of $13,000.-: He stated that he was single at the time of 
registering; that. he applied for a commission in the Army Specialists Corps. 


Source E reported that ‘subject made every effort 
_ possible to avoid being drafted and signed a dependency fom made out by 
his mother, who stated that she was eighty years old and was born at 
Kaminatz, Russia. On September 1), 1942, subject applied for and received 
a delay of: induction until after October 15, 192, to:go'to New York and 
arrange his affairs. He advised his draft board that Colonel YOUNG, 
y connected with the office of the Chief of. Special Services, was anxious 
to have CLURMAN in the army doing special service work, that is morale 
_ work in subject's particular field of dramatic entertainment. CLURMAN told 
his draft board that if he were released from induction he could obtain an 
appointment of captain in the United States Army. | 


on October 6, 192, subject advised his draft board 
that he married September 22, 192, and listed as additional dependents Q@ 
wife and stepdaughter, age 15. He gave his new permanent address as 161 
West Suth Street, New York City, which is the address of STELLA ADLER. 


Source E reported that on ‘October 22, 192, subject 
directed a letter to his draft board on the letterhead of the Theater Guild, 
Inc., 245 West 52nd Street, New York City. In this letter he mentioned that 
he had been contacted to direct a play for the Theater Guild, which he said 
was an important morale building war play, it being the first play from the 
Russian front to be produced in New York City. He told his draft board that 
he had :saved very little money and was not "in the big money" that was 
supposed to go with the title of a picture producer. He pleaded with his 
draft board that if they would permit him to keep his present job on the 
play, which was scheduled to open between December 15, 19:2, and January 
1, 1943, that he would be able to-provide protection. for his three de- 
pendents. He said that in view of his financial need and the nature of his 
job, which was in a way a real war service, that he would like a dehy of 
induction. . ; 
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Source E reported that on November 10, 192, subject 
sent a telegram from New York to his draft board saying that he had gone to 
New York to marry a woman he has loved for many years and asked for a sixty .~ 
‘day additional deferment to obtain financial security for his dependents 
and closed by asking for favorable action on the request in order .to enable 
him to enter:-the service of "my country knowing that my beloved ones have 
been at least partially provided for". 


Source E reported that subject appeared before 
Local Board 31, New York City, on November 10, and appeared to be greatly 
perturbed in regard to his status. Although subject had been placed in 
1-A, he was given an additional deferment, after which he was placed in

a Source E reported that on May h, 1943, CLURMAN 
gave his home address as 161 West 5th Street, and stated he married STELLA 
ADLER at. Brooklyn, New York, on September 27, 1943. He listed as his rela- 


tives Mrs. S. MeXGLURMAN, 80, mother, 5011 - 52nd Street, Brooklyn, and M. 
Seon He ‘further mentioned that his wife was working for the dramatic 


work Shop as a teacher. At this time he advised his draft board, according 
to Source E, that while ordinarily he was a picture producer and stage 


- director, he was writing a book that was to be published by ALFRED KNOPF. 


He further stated that since February 10, 1943, he averaged $12,000 a year. 


a . Prior to being deferred, Source E reported, subject 
sent a telegram t6 his draft board stating that Commanding General ARNOLD » 
of the Army Air Forces wanted subject's classification sent to Captain 
BRINDLE, Room 251), Army Air Force Annex, Washington, D. C. However, when 
subject received his deferment nothing further was done. 


According. to Source E, on April 13, 19lh, subject . 
stated that he has lived with-his wife, STELLA ADLERASLURMAN, continuously 
gince the time of their marriage. He mentioned that the preceding year he 
earned $10,000. He listed as relatives Dr. M. J. CLURMAN, age 58, a brother, 
who resides jat 1515 - Sth Street, New York City, his income being $150 per 
week; A.. J.A@LURMAN, brother, living in Brooklyn, his income being $50 a week; 


"and W. N}GLURMAN, brother, age 8, living at Rockville Center, New. York. 


Source E reported that subject advised his draft board that he: had' provided 
for STELLA ADLER'S support for the past five years previous to his marriage. 
As will be noted.later, other information indicates that subject was supposed~ 


/ ly married to STELLA ADLER prior to the time when subject admitted his marriage; 
that is on September 27, 1943. c . 
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On March 6, 194), Source F advised Special Agent 
WILLIAM D. DUNNE of the New York Office that STELLA ADLER and her daughter, ~ 
about 17 or 18 years of age, were residing in Apartment D1 at 161 West 5th 
Street, New York City. Source F reported that STELLA ADLER had returned to 
New York from the West Coast about the first of February. He said that their 
lease on apartment 111 expired September, 194). He further mentioned that 
the ADLERS occupy a five room apartment at that address and the names of 
SHOENGOLD and HAROLD ADLER also were listed. 


ACTIVITIES: 7 . Source A reported that in August, 1941, subject was A. 


a Communist Party leader in New York City. 


- Source B, who holds an important position at Paramount 
Pictures, Incorporated, 5451 Marathon Street, Hollywood, advised Special Agent 
H. FRANK ANGELL that CLURMAN was employed at that studio as a director on a 
month's contact, which commenced August 23, 1943. The address given the sub- 
ject at that time was the Hollywood-Roosevelt Hotel. Source B had made in-— 
quiries of thé subject and had learned that he was a Communist. Consequently, 
he said that the studio did not wish to have anything to do with the subject 
and would not take up his option which came up March 1, 19 ie, Source B men- 
tioned that subject was traveling in the same crowd as FRANKY TLE, another - 
individual believed by Source B to be a Communist and a person who has-been 
reported to this office on numerous occasions as being a Communist. 

‘The writer ‘contacted Source B at the studio, at which 
time Source B mentioned that subject had been paid $10,000 while at Paramount, 
but because of his Communist inclinations he had received no assignments 
during the time he worked at that studio and consequently received $10,000 
for a six months' period of no work. . 


; Source C was also interviewed at Paramount Studio 
and he recalled that FRANCES ER, a motion picture actress, who has been 
arrested several times due to drunkenness, attributed her illmess to the . 
fact that HAROLD CLURMAN, whose sweetheart she was, discarded hers 


‘Source B reported that subject was hired by Paramount 


’ Studios through the influence of BUDDY DE SYLVA, a producer. DE SYLVA thought 


CLURMAN would make a good producer and Source B feels sure he knew nothing of 
subject's political views. — , a ; 
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Source G, who is well acquainted with . Communist 
Party activities in the Hollywood area, reported that HAROLD CLURMAN has 
been involved in Communist activities since 1931 when he, LEE STRAUSBURG, 
and CHERYL CRAWFORD formed what was termed the Group Theater, an organiza- 
tion of directors and actors which produced revolutionary Marxist plays 
throughout the United States. 


Source G reported that the Group Theater was imown 

as a Communist controlled organization and as stated in the New Theater 

_ Magazine for March, 1937, page 51, "HAROLD CLURMAN has repeatedly called 
the group a Marxist Theater’. Informant reported that the Group Theater 
remained in existence until danuary, 1937, during which time CLURMAN was 
one of the leading figures of the group. Informant further stated that the 
organization was affiliated with the International Union of Revolutionary - 
Theaters, the headquarters of which were in Moscow, Russia. Source G 
continued that between 1931 and 1935 HAROLD CLURMAN made several trips to 
Soviet Russia and in the new Theater Magazine for January, 1936, he wrote 
an article stating that he had just returned from the Soviet Union. In 
this article he drew a comparison between the sanity of the people in that 
country in all things theatrical, and the middle class crazy world of the 
United States. 


Source G reported that during the period of sub- 
ject's connections with the Group Theater, CLURMAN directed the play 
Waiting for Lefty" and "Paradise Lost", which informant states were two’ 
revolutionary Communist plays written by CLIFFORDY@DETTS, one of the lead~ 
ing Communists in the United States among the writers. 


Source G went on to say that the Group Theater, of 
which Mr. CLURMAN was one of-the founders, was affiliated with the New 
Theater League, an organization composed of various theater groups, all of 
which were of the same revolutionary type and affiliated with the Internation- 
al Union of Revolutionary Theaters. 


The January, 1936, issue of "New Theater", official . 
publication of the New-Theater League. was its second anniversary publication. 
On page 40 are listed those persons whom the publication states associated 
themselves in the creation of New Theater. Of the names listed, most of 
them are known to this office as members of the Communist Party or.as follow- 
ers of the Communist Party line over a long period of years. Three persons 
listed were citizens of the Soviet Union. 


Source G. reported ‘that in addition to subject's 
activities in the Group Theater and the New Theater League and New Theater 
Magazine, all of which informant stated were completely Communist inspired 


‘ 
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and‘controlled, CLURMAN signed the *Letter of 150", which was an open 
letter justifying the purges in the Soviet Union, which took place in 

1936 and 1938. Informant stated that the letter of justification was 
inspired by the Communist Party and was-meant. to overcome with the gener- 
al public the horrors of those purges, which were leaking out to the press 
in the United States. Informant contends that CLURMAN'S signing of this 
-open letter, coupled with his previous activity would show that he was very 
familiar with the inner political workings of the Communist Party. | 
The signers of the "Letter of 150", including subject's name, were publish- 
ed in the Daily Worker, official organ of the Communist Party of; the United 
States on April 28, 1938. 


Source G reported that CLURMAN was part of another 
group which acted as a pressure front for the Communist Party. He was one 
of the signers of a petition. to ELMER DAVIS of the Office of War Information, 


_ protesting against the release of a motion picture entitled "Tennessee , 


Johnson", a Metro-Goldwyn-liayer production. This picture dealt with the 
lief of ANDREW/JOHNSON, President of the United States, after.thé Civil 
War, and according to the political viewpoint « of the Communist Party, was 
prejudicial to the Negro race. Source G alleged that this was. a known 
Communist attempt to intimidate motion picture producers. A reference to 
this petition appears in they. Eeoples World newspaper on page 5, for the © 
December 18, 192 issue. 


Source G continued that since coming to the West 
Coast, subject has worked in close cooperation with the League of American 
Writers, which, he stated is a known Communist front organization. He re- 
ported that CLURMAN taught and lectured in the Hollywood Writers School, 
which is a school sponsored and controlled by the Communists of the League . 
of american Writers. — 


; ae Source G quoted the Daily Variety for November 26, 
1943, which reports that subject was teaching and lecturing “at the 

_ Actors Laboratory. Informant stated that this is a school for screen 
acting, completely under control of known Communists. According to in- 
formant, it is at the present time connected with the Peoples Educational 
Center, 521) South Spring Street, which is a Communist. School. 


: ‘Infomant stated that CLURMAN is very active in 
the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee, Hollywood Branch. This organiza- 
_tion, informant reported, is another Communist effort, the purpose of which 
is to import Communists and sympathizers into the United States.. 


~S Source. G quoted the November 30, 1943, issue of 
the Peoples World where, on page , subject's name appears as a sponsor 
and supporter of the work of.this Joint Anti Fascist Committee on a 
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A 
list of names comprising a petition of protest to the State ede rtment of 
the United States against the internment of one JESUS DAS HOS 

his wife; child and secretary in Seattle in November , Toe Informant 

stated that these parties were known Communists from Spain, who proceeding 

from the Soviet Union to Mexico, presumably to make their homes there. 


In the mind »f Source G, there is no doubt whatever 
‘that subject is a Communist. He stated that his activities since 1931 have 


been consistent; that he has followed the line of the Communist Party, show- — 


ing all the symptoms of being an enthusiastic Communi st . 
On April 3, 191, in the Blossom Room of the 
Hollywood Roosevelt Hotel at Hollywood, the Hollywood Chapter of the 


American Writers presented a forum on a Theater in the United States 
_. Today™,. Speakers were JHROL HODORO¥, JORDON , BURGES IERIDETH, 
JOHN HOWARDNEAWSON , and HAROL. CLURMAN, ONSKANIN, JOHN, FIELD, 


and ERWINYS W participated in the discussion, according to’ Source He 


, Subject was on the list of sponsors for the re- 
ception of MIKHAIT TOZOB, Russian film representative, on August 22, 
1943, at the Macom o Restaurant. This reception was sponsored by the 
Los angeles Council of American Soviet Friendship, Inc. 


Credit Report: 


A credit report from the Setail Merchants Credit 
Association, compiled on February 2h, 192, reflected that HAROLD CLURMAN, 
383 Vantage, North Hollywood, California, employed by the Columbia 
Studios as a director and writer, has an average credit. Of interest is 

_ annotation in the report that a garage item of $16 waS contracted for by 

_ subject's wife (STELLA ADLER), but was paid for by the subject on January 
20, 190. New York City reported on February 2h, 1942, that in October, 
1939, subject leased an apartment at 25 West 5th Street, New York City, 
which was principally occupied ws STELLA ADLER, although subject stayed 
‘there at times. 


The credit report reflects that subject worked for 
“ Twentieth Century Fox Studio and in the past was president of the Drama 
Group Theater, Inc. He worked for WALTER WAGNER Productions, 101 North 
Formosa Avenue, Los Angeles, at one time as a story editor prior to July | 
-2h, 1937. New York City reported, according to the credit report on February 
2h, 1942, that subject and his wife were separated off and on in the past. 


. From this credit report, it would appear that 
subject lived with STELLA ADLER without benefit of marriage, especially 
as he admits having married STELLA ADLER on September 27, 192, at Brooklyn, 
ae York.

"In 1919 and 1920 Hoover card-indexed 500,000 Americans 

suspected of ‘radicalism® and ‘dangerous thoughts’, This 

was the first big measure in his brea lly-conceived program _ 

for putting the fight against progress on *scientific’ lines.
